1971-72. The opening of two new 
classroom buildings, this term has 
relieved some of the critical nature 
of the problem for the. time being, 
but many makeshift arrangements 
are still necessary in the use of these 
buildings and the wooden shacks 
which were left over from army 
training in the last world war. 
Still needed is an administration 
building from which to run: this 
major institution; pressure is in- 
creasing for more space for the 


sciences; and next year — as each 
year—there will be 400 new students 


“needing classrooms. With growth of 


the student body, extra library ac- 
commodation will be required; addi- 
tional residences, cafeterias, meeting 
rooms become necessary; and the 
operating costs of the institution in- 


crease in proportion.

With such a back- 
ground it would be a tragic loss for 


students, by reason of overcrowding . 


or lack of staff, to be deprived of 
this traditional quality. 

In this age-education must be a 
top priority item in the financing 
program of any level of government. 
During this unprecedented, rapid ex- 
pansion of student needs an attempt- 
ed policy of hold-the-line would be 
folly. By every criterion, the provin- 
cial government should recognize the 
urgency of today’s requirements and 
provide adequate public funds for 
this vital public service. 


To Involve Indians in School 


LL MONTH MR. WILF PECK, 

a retiring trustee, suggested to 
the.

The trustee made the point that 
Indians on reservations. were not in 
a position to qualify as school board 
candidates, but they nevertheless

directly affecting their children. 

Last week in Ottawa Mr. Laing’ ‘Ss 
explanation of the law concerning 
Indians and school boards empha- 
sized the point made by the Cow- 
ichan trustee. He said that “al- 
though section 113 of the Indian Act 
authorizes the minister to enter into 
agreements with the provinces for 
the establishment of school boards 
on reserves, there is only one ex- 
ample of such action being taken, 
at Moose Factory in northern On- 
tario.” 

This exception, made possible by 


Ontario enabling legislation, permits 
Indian representation on the body 
organized to administer funds ap- 
proved by the department. But it 
does not give the board on the 
reserve—power to raise money for 


education through local taxation. ~ 


Furthermore, -Mr. Laing pointed 
out, almost 50 per cent of Indian 
children in schools aré now in pro- 
vincial systems “with excellent ar- 
rangements for local liaison and 
administration.” And, the minister 
stated, “local participation in ad- 
ministration of federal Indian 
schools will be expanded as quickly:

Supervision for a Super-Commission 


OW: is Parliament to supervise the 
super-commission which will have 
authority in all fields of national 
transportation?. The importance of this 
question is obvious 
and there is little 
disagreement among 
members as to the 
objective sought. But 
it is proving -very 
difficult’ ~to~-resolve 
differences as to 
means. Mr. Gildas 
Molgat, in his ap- 
pearance before the 
standing committee 
last November, 
placed great stress on the importance of 
strengthening and augmenting the com- 
mittee so that it might sit and work 
continuously throughout the year. 

He urged that it be provided with a 
small but permanent staff of experts, 
suggested many fields of study and 
activity in which it might engage and 
even visualized it as a “board of appeal” 
available to aggrieved shippers or 
groups. 

As Mr. Molgat said, the bill is an 
“experiment” in the sense that it 
represents a quite new approach to the 
transportation problem. It will un- 
doubtedly have far-reaching effects but 
no one (the railways included) can 
measure the probable consequences 
because it is a venture into the unknown. 

Thus it is accepted by all members 
that Parliament must maintain a close 
watch.on the progress of the experiment. 
In practice Parliament checks on. the 
agencies and corporations to whom it 
has delegated important powers through 
its special or standing committees. But 
the results are often far from satis- 
factory and few committees, if any, 
develop the expertise which would seem 
essential in the case of ¢ransportation.

Standing committees are appointed, 
not for a Parliament, but on a sessional 
basis. There may be long delays before 
they are constituted and given terms of 
reference; this, in fact, is a perennial 
grievance. Normally, they do not have 
expert staff and this is perhaps the more 
serious because of the constantly chang- 
ing membership. 

Moreover, the standing committee on 
transportation will always have before it 
a great deal of relatively routine but 
nonetheless important work, such as the 
estimates of the department of transport 
and the reports of the various Crown 
corporations,

But ‘this does not relieve Parliament 
of a most important responsibility; that 
of placing the committee in a position to 
throw light on the results of decisions 
and the actual impact of the new 
legislation. With this sort of continuing 
surveillance it would be easier for 
Parliament toy implement whatever 
changes appear desirable when the bill 
has been fairly tested by experience.

It is becoming increasingly obvious 
that Britain might well move’ a good 
distance toward meeting the General's 
key conditions. In. its most recent 
edition, the Economist magazine says 
Britaingshould consider going along with 
the Rueff plan to increase liquidity by 
raising the price of gold if that would get 
her into Europe.

Lizard Family Adaptable 
To Many Varied Habitats 


Reptiles occupy a unique position in the 
animal kingdom being the only air-breathing 
group with a scaly body covering and 
fluctuating body temperature, They are also 
unusual in displaying great 
diversity in body plan, so 
much so that it- is often 
difficult to remember that 
they are all closely related, 
The snake, the lizard, the 
turtle and the alligator, 
representing -the four 
major groups living in 
today’s world, are so dif- 
ferent in outward appear- 
ance that it doesn’t. seem : 
possible that they can all Carl 
be members of the same class of animals. 

The basie reptilian body plan is found in the 
lizards. These creatures each have a trunk to 
which are attached a head, a tail and two 
pairs of legs a well-tested design which has 
proved so efficient that it .is repeated in other 
groups such as amphibians and mammals, The 
four legs provide support coupled with 
considerable mobility; the head and _ tail 
balance one another to produce a structure 
that is mechanically sound. 

This arrangement -of body parts has 
permitted lizards to occupy many diverse 
habitats -~ throughout the world wherever 
temperature conditions are favorable. Thus we 
find ground-living forms which spend their 
lives ‘among rocks, in deserts, in forest 
openings and similar areas, often using 
burrows or natural crevices for Shelter. 

* + * 

One of these, the horned lizard, has the 
body so flattened that when it squats on the 
surface of the sand it casts no shadow to 
attract the attention of a predator. The legs, 
too, are powerfully built to enable the creature 
to run quickly and dig rapidly beneath the 
surface. 

In trees we find arboreal forms such as the 
various kinds of iguanas which feed upon 
blossom, fruits, leaves, birds’ eggs and the 
like. In special areas such as the Galapogos 
Islands. we find lizards adapted for swimming 
and diving in the sea and incidentally with the 
ability to live on a diet of sea-weed. 

With a few modifications to the basic plan 
some lizard groups havé been able to occupy 
even more environmental niches, One group, 
the geckos have ridged palms and soles which 
enable them to cling to-smooth surfaces. With 


this device they can scamper up vertical tree- ~ 


trunks and even hang upside down, Another 
group have evolved lateral extensions of the 


Only two kinds of lizards are 
British Columbia, the alligator lizard and the

The alligator lizard is our local spacies. It 
is found on Vancouver Island and across the 
southern part of the mainland of the province. 
In color it is brown or grey with irregular dark 
spots... A prominent skin fold runs the length of 
the trunk on each side and the tail is long and 
slender. . 5 

Lizards live in dry, rocky areas such as is 
at the bases of rock-slides, near railway cuts 
and on exposed bluffs. On a warm day they 
may be seen in such places basking in the sun; 
when disturbed they scuttle into a crevice or 
under shelter so quickly that many persons 
never see them. Food is mainly insects and 
spiders which they capture by a quick rush 
after a period of stalking. 

The young are born alive usually in hate 
summer. Since almost identical lizards to the 
south of us lay eggs viviparity in our local 
forms seems to be an adaption to our cooler 
climate or shorter season. , 

The western skink is known only from. the 
Okanagan Valley and Kootenay region around 
Nelson. It is easily distinguished by its 
somewhat smooth appearance and by two 
pairs of stripes on either side of the body. 
There is no mistaking a juvenile skink for any 
other animal because it has a vivid cobalt blue 
tail! This startling color gradually fades to 
slate grey as adulthood is reached but some 
hint of - blue may still persist on the 
underparts. 

The skink also differs from the alligator 
lizard in its oecasional preference for damp 
places such as_under rotting logs and in its 
habit of laying eggs; It is perhaps. the least 
known of the lizard family in British Columbia.

Trotters Living Monument to Abe 


Few monuments’ endure as long as the Harlem 
Globetrotters, here next week. The personnel changes but the 
spirit of the man who brought them into existence and his 
objective of providing wholesome family entertainment lives 
on. : 


It's hard to believe that, the Trotters as an institution are 41 
years old. Abe Saperstein, who invented them, died March 15, 
1966. But they are as funny, as successful-and as busy today as. 
when he was alive. That is testimony to how he built. 

Even with the National Basketball Association expanding 
like rabbits, the Trotters neither recruit nor do they have 
trouble finding replacements. 

Eddie McGuire worked for Saperstein for five years and 
still handles the Trotters’ advance publicity. He says, “‘Every 
Negro kid fooling around with a etball dreams of someday 
playing for the Trotters, just like white kids playing 
dream of playing for the New York Yankees.” 

McGuire paused. “Or at least did until last year,” he said. 

There’s an interesting corollary between the Yankees and 
the Trotters.

Some Can't Keep Buttinskys Out 

For decades Yankee owners never rocked the managerial 
ship. You equated the Yankees with George Weiss in the front 
office, Casey Stengel on the bench and pennant after pennant. 
Then they began playing musical chairs. ~- : 

Weiss went to the Mets. Stengel was considered too old. 
Ralph Houk was named general. manager and gave Yogi Berra 
a year to make a prize souffle with leftovers. 
‘The next year. Houk invited Berra to leave and gave the 


impossible task to Johnny Keane, The Yankees were in sixth 
place when the trapdoor was opened for Keane. Houk, who let 
him go, took over and magnificently managed the New Yorkers 
into the murky depths of the American League. 

_ Saperstein set up an organization and kept his buttinsky out 
of it., He recognized his forte — personal promotion — early 
and left administrative details to capable people. 

His chief scout — his only scout — is and was Phit 
Brownstein, a teacher well up in the Chicago school system. 

Their friendship began in the 30s. Brownstein put together 
the first Trotter team. 

- When Abe realized that travelling with them prevented him 
from co-ordinating schedules and handling the mass of detail 
that goes with a roundball roadshow, he asked Brownstein to 
recommend somebody for the post. 

“Got just the gal, Abe,” Brownstein said. “Her name’s 
Marie Linehan. She’s in the Chicago school system, A dandy.” 


Line of Command Knows the Score 


_ Marie Linehan didn’t want the job, didn’t need tt., 

“Try it,” Saperstein urged her. That was 21 years ago. . 

Today if you really want to know anything about the 
Trotters — when they'll be in Bulgaria, how long Meadowlark 
Simmons’ arms are — you phone the Trotters’ head office in 
Chicago and Marie Linehan answers. : 

* It's the same down the line of command. Bill Margolis was 
writing for the Chicago Journal-American 18 years ago when 
Saperstein beckoned. He's never left, The 90-minute telecast of 
the Trotters aboard the USS Enterprise just before the Super- 
Bowl game was Margolis-engineered. 

. Saperstein’s brother Maurie has been with the organization 
1% years. McGuire is working on his sixth year. 

Before Abe died he had his only son Jerry sweating it out as 
an advance man and unit manager, doing the same things papa 
did so well. 

What kind of things? :
